We have deemed it necessary to over- 
run the appropriations in almost every case; we were 
also obliged to use six hundred and thirty-four dollars and 
forty-three cents ($634.43) to construct new streets, for 
which there was no appropriation made. We would 
suggest that in making the appropriations for the coming 
year, that they be made large enough to meet the wants 
of the town.

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To the Citizens of Bertin : 


In presenting their report for the year just closed, this 


Board considers it unnecessary to enter into lengthy de- 


tails ; we wish simply to give a plain statement of what 
we have done, and allow an intell gent public to judge of 
our work from a business and sanitary point; the spirit 
in which we have endeavored to perform our duties. 
Our first efforts were towards having all filthy places 
cleaned up by property owners ; Our requests were ac 
ceded to in all cases, cheerfully in about every instance. 


It is needless to recount every case, suffice it to say there 


were more than a hundred of them, and in dozens of 
cases sink water has been conveyed away from houses, 
and privies built, which are a great improvement upon the 
former condition of things, to these efforts we give the 
credit, in a great measure, of preventing the outbreak and 
spread of diphtheria and scarlet fever the past season. 
As‘\warm weather approached, we became convinced that 
something must be done at the Narrows to get rid of the 
terrible nuisance which has existed there so long ; with 
the sanction of the selectmen we consulted, on the prem- 
ises, C. E. Jordan, a sanitary engineer of Portland, at a 
cost of twenty-seven dollars. While we did not feel au- 
thorized to carry out his advice fully, which would neces- 
sitate a complete survey of the town as a starting point, 
we got much valuable information which was no doubt 
worth more to the town than it cost, we decided to lay a 
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sewer pipe from the river up through the Narrows to Sec- 
ond street. This we did with the advice of the select- 
men, knowing that the cost would greatly exceed our ap- 
propriation. This was the most important, and only 
really expensive undertaking during the year. The cost 


to the town was twelve hundred and thirty-five dollars — 


and nine cents, besides tools purchased. This sum in- 
cluded the services of H. C. Rowell in laying out, super- 
intending and personally: laying the drain its entire 
length of eleven hundred and fifty feet ; nearly half of 
this distance was through ledge from three to nine feet 
deep. It was necessary to go to this depth past M. L. 
Wilson’s in order to get the required grade above ; first 
quality eight inch pipe was used, laid ata true grade of 
one foot in one hundred except a short piece near William 
Landry’s where it is steeper ; the whole is well below frost, 
ventilated, with a temporary flushing arrangement. This 
sewer should be extended to the Berlin house, taking in 
the cross streets, with a permanent flush-tank at the head 
as soon as possible. Our attention was called to the dis- 
posal of sewage running in an open ditch under the side- 
walk, past the store of F. L. Wilson. This was a filthy 
place. Our remedy was to lay two hundred. and twenty 
feet of ten inch sewer pipe from the lower end of J. W. 
Green’s drain, down past the rear of Mrs. Forist’s and F. 
L. Wilson’s, across the streét, under Stahl’s store into the 
quick water of Dead river ; the brook running through 
this drain keeps it clean at all times. The cost of this work 
was $150.78 and was borne equally among the following 
parties :) A. IN. Gilbert, FF. De WisonjoS.) DiiGreem 
Mrs. Forist, J. B. Noyes and the Mason estate. This 
drain should be assumed by the town and carried up 
across the street near J. W. Green’s taking all available 


premises above as soon as funds can be spared for the 
purpose. (.C. Gerrish has put in one hundred and fifty 


feet of six inch pipe connecting with the ten inch drain 


yeah 
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laid by us. H. H. Furbish has laid about fifteen hundred 
feet of six and eight inch pipe, taking in all of the drain- | 
age from Fibreville and carrying it into Dead river near 


the railroad bridge. This makes something over three 


thousand feet of main drain laid the past season,‘ not so 
bad a showing for the town considering the amount of 
money expended.’ | 

It will also be noticed that the fees of one member of 
this board are included in this report which changes the 
looks of it more than one hundred dollars. While we 
have been practically free from diphtheria and scarlet fever 
there have been considerably many cases of fever, con- 


fined mostly to, two tenement houses. We consulted the 


Secretary of the State Board of Health, who ventured the 
opinion that polluted water would be found to be 


the cause. We took asample from each place and had 


it analyzed by Prof. E. R. Angell, of Derry, who makes 
very low rates by an arrangement with the State Board. 
Lhe result is ample proof to our minds that the opinion 


expressed by Dr. Watson was entirely correct ; below is 


the analysis :

vegetation to absorb and eat it up ; whiie the supply of 
water for domestic purposes is mainly obtained from wells 
and springs located in the thickly settled part of the town, 
where the soil and seams of the ledge are impregnated 
with the germs of disease and pestilence. This condition 
of things brings every thoughtful person the sooner toa 
realization of the absolute and pressing needs of to-day, 
which can be summed up ina few words—good water, 


thorough sewerage, until there is a plentiful supply of the 


former and a complete system of the latter, the best 
efforts of the most energetic board of health will prove 
unavailing to prevent the ravages of diphtheria, scarlet 
feverand other filthy diseases ; we can not hope to entirely 
escape them without the above mentioned necessities. 

At the approaching town meeting let every one take 
an interest in these matters upon which depends the fu-’ 
ture welfare of this place. Let the town take some de-. 
cided action towards procuring a plentiful supply of pure 
water. Let the articles in the warrant in regard to sewer- 
age be adopted, and a liberal appropriation made. A 
thousand or fifteen hundred dollars each year, and many 
years will not pass before Berlin will rank as one of the 
best towns in New, England from a sanitary stand point.
